Cojeful preparation was evidenced 
in the debating tsliminations held 
ye.sterday .^criinfc' at .Strat henna 
Hall. Thr speakers all .seemed to 
have a clear idea of their subject, 
and the question or immigration to 
Cîinada Tras thrashed out from every 
^^Jflrofeissors J.>atham and File.", 
of • tfi^ English deixirtment acted tts 
judges, th« Literary and Debalin;,' 
.Society havlns nothing to do with 
the selection of w^nneri»'. Out of 
eleven who spoke soveii men were 
chosen, but it ha» been decided not 
to divulge tlii-ir iiain,es till Satu*]ay, 
wlien they will be published in the 
Daily. Thie is being done in orJcr 
to alloT<" the executive to draw up a 
schodulc of the different intercollegi- 
ate debate?", and ili'- men who are 
to uphold jMtKJill in them. 

Opinion v/ns Pretty wep divided as 
to, whether r-anada should have oiien 
or: closed doors as far »^ immigration 
is concerned. Oofortli, the first 
speaker, uphclâ ihn view that Ca- 
iijjda should be ab.solulely open. He 
pointed out that inuuh animosity is 
■■irouscd !by a policy ozcluding cer- 
tain races, and insisted tluii unem- 
ployment was not aggravated by an 
influx of foreignerH, uuoliug .scvfr.jj 
auUiorltio,s in support of 'his ap- 
purcully pa.ra.dox.Lcj3 1 statement. 
Hcir. Smith opposed this view, hold- 
ing thai we should close - our back 
door ratliT lliaii open our front one 
He quoted iMa.lllius, that population 
increased in geometrical ifroporlioii, 
and argued that if Canada retained 
its citizens as it (Should it would 
need no influx to support its re- 
sources and pay its luxoa. Jlayt'S 
developed thl.s argument further. He 
showed that countries of ISurope were 
extremely anxious to koej» Us able- 
Jibdled population nt home, and only 
allowed misfits and failures lo go 
across liie «cas. Keep Canadians 
in Canada was hig cry.

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THE BONNE entente:^ 




T<hc Bonne Entente" now being fostered by representatives 
of the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec in the city, is a negation 
of ihc existence of friendship between the two provinces, ac- 
cording to .Mr. R. L. Caldcr who spoke at the Arts Undergradu- 
ate Society dinner last night. The instigators of such a method of 
proniotint; :1ie spirit of fellowship and mutual goodwill were act- 
ing on the picsuiiiption that there was a distinct cleavage in ideals 
and purposes between the two races which constitute the two lar- 
gest provinces in Canada. 

The problem of inculcating in the French and English-speak- 
ing peoples of Canada [the necessity of a common ideal of nation- 
al welfare is an ^Id one dating back to the time when General 
Murray was faced \\Tth the question whether French Canada, if 
it became a part of the British Empire, would still be allowed to 
retain its customs, religion and form of government. British 
stajtcsmcn chose the lessçt of two evils, that of countenancing the 
continued existence of two diametrically opposed culls side by 
side, rather than risk the dubious results of attempting to merge 
injto a harmonious whole. Friction was to be expected. The 
lution of the problem depended, as it does now, on whether 
îwb distinctive races would develop a philosophy of life that 
•would enable them to rise above petty prejudices of race and re- 
ligion to a noblCT conception of the welfare of a:whble, composed 
of seemingly incompatible parts. ,-_ 

Mr. CalBcFT in his own way, is an idealist',"' who considers 
that the fibre of national unity should be strenghlhcned by natur- 
al means, not be artificial expedients such as the "bonne entente". 
It is true that education may so broaden the vision of Canadian 
people that they will eventually consign tradijtional race preju- 
dices to the scrap heap of unpleasant memories. In the meantime 
the "bonne entente" may be an education in the right direction; 
it can do no harm and may accomplish some good. It is doubt- 
ful whether it is better to stand by and watch the influences des- 
troying national unity at work than to "take arms against a sea 
of troubles and by opposing end them".

It seems lo be customarj' 
for tho dopnrtincnl giving Ijhe course 
10 pass on the fitness of the c.indl- 
dntes for admitt.-ince in any way it 
chooses. Various methods are adopt- 
ed to Interest the best students in 
honors courses, such ,as havingr the 
Instructors of (re..shmen and sopno- 
inoroos hand to tlv^ Olre,cior of Honors 
Work tiio naiiii'.s of prinisiiig men and 
women.

Not , so long ago George 
Baslmun, of isoohoster, N.Y., dislrlhu 
ted .$ I «,000,000 iimong several Instltu 
lions. The third great gift wna that 
of James ». Duke, who has given 
$i;,000.000 lo Trinity College In Xorlh 
Carolina tor the purpose of building 
Duke University, o£ which Trinity 
College will be the nucleus. 

M^ny slate iiniver.silios and private 
institutions are out for large cndow- 
meivts. Ohio State University T\-ilI asl;
